D ave Hamilton of Chico, one of 
W ise county’s most substantial citi­ 
zens, was in Decatur F r id a y . 
Those 
w ho know’ Mr. H am ilton know he is 
not given to vain b oasting, though 
to some, what he sa y s of the marvel­ 
ou s yields of S panish peanuts in the 
C hico country will sound, perhaps, 
somewhat “ fishy.” 
But the Messen­ 
g er has no doubt whatever of the en­ 
tire truthfulness of what D ave says 
about the production in the west part 
of W ise connty. 
He began by sa y ­ 
in g that Chico had bought more than 
7,000 bales of cotton this season; that 
a fine crop had been made and total 
w agon receipts would be about 8,000 
b ales. 
An abundance of feed of sev­ 
eral kinds had been 
placed in the 
barns, and that prosperity reigned 
supreme in the Chico country as it 
d o es in all other parts of W ise coun­ 
ty. 
Then he told of the highly satis­ 
factory results attained by 
the peo­ 
ple ’round about Chico in raising 
peanuts. 
On a tract of deep sandy 
land, owned by W ilson Cooper, and 
not of the best quality for corn or 
cotton, Mr. Cooper produced5 0 bush­ 
els of peanuts per acre, and sold the 
nuts for 75 cents per bushel, thereby 
realizing $37.50 per acre from the 
nuts alone. 
It is thought the peanut 
hay produced sim ultaneously on this 
land is worth the expense of planting 


cultivating and gathering the crop. 
If this be true, and we do not doubt 
it in the least, it corroborates and 
emphasizes what the M essenger has 
contended all along; viz That Span­ 
ish peanuts is to be o n e ,of our best 
paying crops on our sandy lands in 
W ise county. 
Mr. 
H am ilton said 


f i v e carloads of peanuts had already 
been shipped from Chico at 75 cents 
per bushel and that the buyer said 
the quality was 
superior to 
any 
bought by his factory. 
The 
buyer 
also, virtually admitted that 85 cents 
per bushel would have near the cor­ 
rect price for the nuts and some of 
extra quality was worth $1.00. 
Mr. 
Hamilton 
averred .that 
many had 
planted peanuts and all pleased with 
the results. 
One man said he would 
not sell his nnts at the price offered 
but. instead, after having had exper­ 
ience, he would feed them to hogs 
and realize more from them in that 
way. 
The ■acreage to peanuts, Mr. 
Hamilton stated, next year would be 
greatly increased 
and 
that many 
more people would raise hogs as a 
result of this y ea r’s experience. 
Pea 
nut hay is regarded as 
being the 
equal of alfalfa. 
All livestock eat 
it with relish. 
The general opinion 
is that the peanuts, being leguminous 
will fertilize the ground and malce it 
more productive.

To Bring “Blind Lightho uses” In Touch 
With the Outer World. 
There was a time when the keepers 
of 
lonely 
lighthouse 
stations 
were 
greatly to be pitied and when some 
went iusunc from solitude. Soon these 
men will tie in touch with the affairs 
of the world and learn the news as 
quickly as the man who reads the Int 
est editions of the newspapers. 
For it has been proposed that in 
some of the lighthouses along our 
coasts a wireless equipment should be 
installed ami supplement the work now 
done by the beacon light. The advtsu 
bilify of doing ibis is being carefull; 
considered by government experts, find 
tests are being made with these “bhut 
lighthouses," as they are called. 
This plan seems very reasonable. I 
day these great land beacons throw out 
a dash signal or sweep of light, so that 
a 
vessel can recognize a particular 
lighthouse miles at sea 
In very < lear 
weather the most powerful of these 
lights 
are 
visible upward of 
forty 
miles, most of them, however, having 
a much shorter range. 
A warning by wireless may. of course. 
be thrown hundreds of miles to sea. 
telling a vessel many hours in ad 
va me that she Is approaching a dan 
porous coast 
Nor Is this all. for in 
the experiments now being carried on 
these wireless signals do more than 
warn ships at sea of the perils of the 
shore-the.v actually enable a ship to 
calculate its exact position, even should 
It be in the midst of the thickest fog 
or most blinding storm. 
The wireless 
or blind lighthouses flash their posi­ 
tion. and the master of a ship receiv­ 
ing messages from two or more such 
points ou shore can readily figure out 
hi9 own position by a simple process of 
triangulation.

DOES SHELTER PAY? 


Reckoning the Cost of Keeping Farm 
M achinery U n der Cover. 
A 
correspondent 
of 
the 
K ansas 
F arm er says th a t paper places undue 
im portance 
upon 
the 
necessity 
of 
sheltering farm im plem ents and that 
the cost of lumber and interest on tile 
investm ent in a machinery shed is 
greater than the depreciation on imple­ 
m ents as a result of exposure. The pa­ 
per replies: 
“The average IGO acre farm is re­ 
garded as having $1,000 invested in 
farm machinery, including wagons and 
buggies. 
It is ou r judgm ent that the 
average K ansas farm has nearer $ I,.'IOO 
invested. 
W e are confident that the 
depreciation on farm equipm ent when 
exposed to the storm s is not less than 
IO per cent per year. 
We are inclined 
to the belief th at it is 20 per cent per 
year. 
We know th a t a 20 per cent de­ 
preciation will apply to at least a part 
of the equipment. 
“The more equipment exposed to the 
w eather the larger the depreciation in 
dollars and cents. 
One hundred dol­ 
lars will erect a first class m achin­ 
ery shed. 
If $100 is not available 
$50 will erect a shed sufficiently large 
to house in a very satisfactory m anner 
$1,000 to $1,500 worth of machinery. 
Tho $50 shed will be smaller than tin* 
$100 shed, and its use will require 
some piling up of machinery. 
“This, however, can bt* done with no 
cash outlay and w ith little outlay of 
time and labor. 
If tin* depreciation on 
the shed itself Is 5 per cent per year 
and the interest on tho investm ent is 
5 or 0 per cent per year there is still 
a considerable am ount in favor of sav­ 
ing the IO per cent or minimum de­ 
preciation on the machinery. 
“ It does not seem possible that a

farm er 
would 
argue 
against the advantages of good m a­ 
chinery care, even though it be impos­ 
sible for him to provide a machine 
shed.”

GOOD’AND EAD MILK WG. 


Things to Observe and Others to Avoid 
In H a n d lin g Cows. 
Very early I began to milk. One sea­ 
son when only about twelve I ami my 
brother, two years younger, earned $20 
one seasou milking cows for a neighbor 
at a penny a cow. But I do not claim 
to know all about milking even now. 
A foxv things I have learned, however. 
Perhaps they may be helpful to some 
one else, says the writer of a letter to 
the Iowa Homestead. 
One is it is a good plan not to let 
one’s finger nails grow too long. Most 
cows are very sensitive on this subject 
Often when you see a cow step around 
uneasily the only reason is th a t the 
nails of the milker are cutting into ber 
teats. 
Right in the same line with Uh* is 
the habit some men have of s e tti n g 
their finger ends against the side of 
the teat when pressing the milk out. 
This hurts some cows too. 
Let the

The 
floor under the roosts should have a 
fresh supply of this earth twice a week 
or oftener, 
lit serves as an absorbent 
for tlyuiFOlfpings, produces a rich com- 
posTuvery fast and destroys lice. 
As a d u st heap is one of the first es­ 
sentials around a poultry plant this 
clean, fine earth comes into play there 
also. 
D ust which chickens use for 
their baths does not need to be chang­ 
ed more frequently than two or throe 
tim es in a season. 
When it becomes 
dirty it should become part of the 
compost. 
T his fertilizer is valuable enough so 
that it ought to receive some care, and 
with several hundred chickens the an 
nual accumulation will fill a good sized 
shed. 
It nj eds to be plowed in liber 
ally every Season, being of special val 


The use of a good fertilizer may be 
depended on to add 50 to IOO per cent 
to the productiveness of a plot of 
ground, and hence no line of activity 
on the farm pays better than the prep­ 
aration of compost. 
While on this subject I wish to urge 
the importance of having well rotted 
m anure if the plowing is not done un­ 
til spring. 
It is useless to plow’ into 
the ground a lot of half rotted straw- 
ju st before seeding time. 
If the plow­ 
ing is done in the fall a coarse manure 
has time to rot and nourish the soil 
before the crops are started. 
Common 
barnyard fertilizer is of great value to 
field crops if it has not lost its nutri 
tive qualities by long exposure to the 
elements 
It needs to rot in a compost 
heap for several months if it is going 
into the ground immediately before 
seeding grain or vegetables. 
It is best 
to devote the fertilizer produced from 
the poultry house entirely to the gar 
den, while th at coming from the live 
stock stables may properly go to tho 
ue iii the production of flowers, vege I fields. 
tables and small fruit. 
During the 
m onths when it is accum ulating ii 
needs to be tightly covered in a shed 
or pit to prevent the loss of nitrogen.
